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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1 : the embodiment of figure 1 
Species 2: the embodiment of figure 5 

The species are independent or distinct because species 1 does not require a 
water tank connected to the vaporizer and the fuel tank. 

Additional, further restriction is required for the modifications of Species 1 and 2: 
Within Species 1: 

Sub-species 1a: the first modification of first embodiment of figure 2 
Sub-species 1b: the second modification of first embodiment of figure 4 
The sub-species are independent or distinct because sub-species 1a does not 
require a pressurized tank upstream of the fuel tank and a variable conductance valve. 
Within Species 2: 

Sub-species 2a: the first modification of second embodiment of figure 6 
Sub-species 2b: the second modification of second embodiment of figure 7 
Sub-species 2c: the third modification of second embodiment of figure 8 
The sub-species are independent or distinct because sub-species 2a does not 
require a variable conductance valve coupled to an upstream of the fuel tank and a 
pressurized tank coupled to an upstream side of valve and sub-species 2b does not 
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require a first oxygen supply unit located in place of the first pump and a second oxygen 
supply unit located in place of the second pump. 

Applicant is advised that according to MPEP 81 1 , "Time for Making 
Requirement", a restriction requirement may be made at any time before final action. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
